UNIVERSITY SUFFERS LOSSES 

Tiu' angel of death pa.s.sed '.wice wcv Mc- 
itill during the merrymaking of the Christmas 
holidays when a profe.ssor. Dr. D. D. McTag- 
;irarl. am; a >i uriein. Emile L. Smith, succumbed 
10 the preva''ent il]nes.ses that are here at pre- 
.H?nt. Although Dj-. McTaggart "vvas no longer 
:i young man.' having reached the age of sixty- 
seven, he was .still in active work, and .<till had 
ninny yi'f.i-s of .«ervice to give to the commun- 
i'.v. .^n.iili was onl\ twenty-two years of age and 

jusi embarked "ii ilie long years of study 
i':;;dinp to hi.< médical degree. 

The Univershy lost one of her oldest 
rrieiid.'^ iv ]Jv. Mf-Tiifgari . "iif- rjl' 'nej- uwn grad- 
uates. Ho 'nas been associated with the faculty 
of Medicine on the teaching .staff since 1900, 
and has been full professor of medical juri.s- 
prude.'icc .^inci- U'lL .Since 1902 he has been 
niedicci-legal exptin, foj- the city of 3Ioiitrea1. 
:;;u! has appeared in some famous cases in that 
c.iiiicity, including the Delorroe trial of a few 
ya:v>' back. 

His career at the University was one that 
• fleeted honour on iii.- Alma Mater. A bril- 
'■.i;iu .suident, he was at the .same lime a well 
iciiuwii athlete, and curried off ntaiiy trophies 
in competitive sports. As a teacher he has a 
h.-.st uf lormer pupils scattered all over tlie 
v.'.ji'ld. G.'iieraiions of graduates will mourn 
' lo.Sr; of an old friend in his death. 

Emile Smith, who died of pneumonia, wa.- 
mIv ill his .second year pre-medlcal work, and 
iithouiii] he hod not been at McGill long enough 
have becoiiie well known, he was liked by 
\ali lho.sc who caiviu in contact with him. He liad 
H.^;^jerieiKe witii the Méditai Corps of the 
.American Army before coming to McGill, 
wiiurc li.: .-^pent a year demou.stratiiig in the 
IJeparUueiH of Bacteriology before definitely 
deciding to eiu<3r for the medical course, a 
course so sudiien'y eut short by the fatal ter- 
mination uf lii.s illness. 

W'e .speak for tiie Univer.sity when we ex- 
press our sympathy for those who have been 
liuis beieaved. and uur .sorrow at the lo.ss the 
University lia,-^; .suffered in the loss of one of 
ii..s beloved |)rofe.'3.sor,s and one of its promi.sing 
^ludeiil.'^'.
